The Menace Fades 


The danger of war in Europe shrank 
at least fifty per cent when it became 
known Wednesday that the United States 
will sell munitions in any needed quan- 
tities to France and Britain should the 
dictators attack them. Unless whom the 
gods would destroy they have already 
made mad, the actual likelihood of war 
has vanished altogether. 

The Nazi press is bearing eloquent tes- | 
timony to Herr Hitler’s recognition that 
the “balance of power” has thus passed 
to the democracies. Whether admitted or 
not, the fact will be equally plain to Signor 
Mussolini. With the productive resources 
of the United States to draw upon, and 
money to pay for what they require, Bri- 
tain and France are no longer in position 
to be out-built, on land, on sea or in the 
air. And it is on superiority of armament 
the aggressors have relied to enforce 
their demands, by threat or by war. 

This superiority they now cannot hope 
to attain or maintain. They can be out- 
built beyond any question, in all branches + 
of equipment. They may continue to 
thunder, but they can no longer threaten. 
Their bluff has been called. Democratic 
peoples the world around may breathe 
easier.

Mobilizing Money 


The Bank of Engl 1d has discovered, | 
or admitted, that its gold reserve is worth 
nearly twice as much as it has been sup- 
posed to be worth. In other words, it is 
revaluing the gold from the old “sound 
money” price per ounce to the actual price 
it would bring if thrown on the world 
market. 

The new price was set when the Unit- 
ed States in 1932 revalued gold in terms 
of dollars, raising the figure from some- 
thing more than $20 per ounce to $34. The 
Bank’s reserve, formerly rated at $594,- 
603,000, becomes $1,041,000,000 
Britain thus formally abandons the tradi- 
tional rating, approves the “inflation,” 
and adopts the new price as the perman- 
ent money basis. 

This will not be good news at Berlin 
and Rome. It that Britain has 
nearly a half billion dollars in gold more 
than it was supposed to have, with which 
to buy airplanes, shells or other war ma- 
terial in the United States if it or France 
Should need these.

Lost Business—Yes and No 


The United States Government permits 
American citizens who spend more than 48 hours 
continuously in Canada to take up to $100 worth 
of goods back to their own country duty-free, 
The Winnipeg Free Press very naturally be- 
moans the fact that Canadian merchants will get 
little business from the 1,000,000 Americans who 
are expected to cross the boundary on one-day 
excursions during the visit of the King and 
Queen. 

It is unfortunate that the 48-hour limitation 
for duty exemption acts as a check on potential 
sales to transient customers in Canada. However, 
while al] of us hope for increased trade, there is 
another side to the picture. 

Canada places a similar restriction on: its 
nationals returning from the United States. The 
regulation extends to thousands of citizens an 
opportunity to purchase goods abroad at a lower 
price than in Canada and to bring them home 
duty-free. Thus the all-important customer, who 
accounts for most of our population, benefits. 

On the other hand the 48-hour limitation pre- 
vents wholesale murder of Canadien industry. 
It prevents what would be a grave threat to the 
Dominion’s producers and retailers if we were 
free to dash across the border at will to buy com- 
peting American goods more cheaply; and it ob- 
viates consequent disaster to Canadian labor. 
It prevents organized opposition to Canadian 
manufacturers by unscrupulous importers.— 
Ottawa Journal.

While he was German cor Western 
Canada in 1935, Dr. Heinrich Seelheim gave his 
consular blessing to the newly established 
Deutsche Zeitung. With his picture plastered 
upon the front page of its first issue, he signed an 
official blessing for the new undertaking, using 
his official title of Consul. At the same time, 
whether in his private capacity or his public 
capacity, he put up much of the money for this 
propaganda sheet by becoming its principal 
shareholder. And by adding to his shares, Dr 
Seelheim has remained the largest shareholder 
of the Zeitung up to the time of the last official 
return made,to ihe provincial secretary. 

Here is @ pretty kettle of totalitarian fish 
Illegal? Oh, no! Perfectly iega!l, no doubt, and 
in the very best tradition of Nazi honor and 
Hitlerian tactics. 

The delighted readers who perused his offi- 
cial welcome to the Zeitung were not informed in 
this notice, of course, that he was the principal 
shareholder. That would never do. Somebody 
might get wrong ideas. Somebody might get wise 
to the facts as to who was putting up the hard 
cash to finance this noble “cultural” undertaking. 

This so-called newspaper, thus financed with 
the help of an official of a “friendly” country, 
then proceeds to peddle anti-Jewish propaganda 
and other pro-Nazi pabulum, thereby giving 
offense to self-respecting Canadian citizens. No 
wonder that there is such a hubbub in the pro- 
Nazi community over The Tribune's revelations. 
The Tribune has shown up a pretty slick man- 
oeuvre. 

Thousands of honest Germans have come to 
Manitoba and have identified themselves with 
this Canadian community They have made 
splendid settlers, among the finest that we have, 
and few are as welcome. Few stocks have made 
better Canadians and rendered greater contribu- 
tions to Western Canada 

The tragedy of this Nazi thing is that it is 
tending to Balkanize the German-Canadian 
community. Many of the old established Ger- 
man-Canadians stand by their democratic Cana- 
dian ideals. But among certain newcomers, and 
among some impoverished young people, especi- 
ally the unemployed, militant Nezi ideas are 
making headway. The German and German- 
Canadian communities, therefore, are being 
divided against themselves. Open opposition to 
Naziism ig being throttled by fear of reprisals 
against relatives in Germany. 

The stout German democrats and good Cana- 
dians, are in desperate need of support from the 
rest of this community. If they are to beat back 
this drive, with its hideous threat of reprisals 
against their families, they must receive public
